Sappose, for ex- 
ample, that a hide, after leaving the hands 
of a buicher in Chicago, passes through 
those of a dealer at home to a hide dealer 
' jnNew York,and from him through tanning, 
currying, and shoe making and their cus- 
tomary dealings, to the consumer, a wheat. 
gtower on e Western prairie, who returns 
wheat through dealer and miller to the 
buicher in Chicago, who consumes the 
fiour in his family; this completes the cir- 
cuit of capital. When these exchanges are 
effected through the medium of bank notes | 
and credits, so far as they exceed the specie 
reserves, there is no capital employed in the 
business but the hide and the wheat, with 
the labor and value added to them ia the 
finished commodities of shoes and flour; 
and these commodities, or the labor em-

ty. -But we are within bounds to say that 
the exchanges of commodities in general 
average fire each way, making ten to the 
circuit. One dollar of money then, will 
make exchanges consecutively to the

If we re- 
‘gnove this dollar of money and self-exist- 
ing capital, through debt banking, and sub-

There I 
found just starting from their position, in col- 
uzon this side of Centreville, Blenker’s brig 
ade of fresh troops witha fine battery going, as 
I then thought, to push the rebels in retreat, 
But at Centreville when on ground on which 
1 could overlook the three roads by which the 
army went to attack,I sew clouds of dust 
rising from each, and on Tyler’s road, a long 
line of baggage wagons in full retreat. We 
had had during the day one or two minorstam- 
pedes of that sort, and supposed that this 
was one of them, caused by the firing at the 
bridge. Surveying the whole s¢ene from the hill, 
and exultantly feeling that secession had met 
its great reverse, which would be at once fol. 
lowed up—wondering at the good fortune and 
SBhvery which had secured usa victory against 
such fearful odds, I turned my horse’s head 
towards Washington, and struck a trot for 
home. I had not gone a mile, when the bag: | 
gage wagons came flying past me, the horses 
on 8 round gallop. The road was full of them. 
Then came civilians in hot haste, bringing 
news of defeat. I did not believe the story, 
and balted until several officers came up and 
gave a confirmation of the news, when I again 
set out. I was soon overtaken by Col. daa- 
ter’s carriege in which he, wounded, was bo- 
ing taken in. It was attended by Hon, I. N- 
Arnold, mounted on the Colonel’s horse, and 
he assured me that the fight was over and that 
our postition gained would be maintained.
